Claims 1-29 and 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Lagarde et al, U.S. Pat. No. 5761663. 

As per claims 1 , Lagarde discloses selecting at least one selected program 
module (abstract, lines 6-8 and 15, column 5, lines 35-37, column 7, lines 14 and 15) 
and configuring an intelligent agent to execute the at least one selected program 
module (abstract, lines 6-8, column 2, lines 9 and 10, column 4, line 2, column 9, lines 
16-22, column 5, lines 57-59 and column 7, lines 37-40). 

As per claim 16, Lagarde discloses an intelligent agent including at least one of 
a plurality of program modules (abstract, lines 6t8, column 2, lines 9 and 10, column 4, 
line 2, column 9, lines 16-22, column 5, lines 57-59 and column 7, lines 37-40) and at 
least one selected program module from a plurality of program modules is selected 
(abstract, lines 6-8 and 15, column 5, lines 35-37, column 7, lines 14 and 15). 
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As per claim 33, Lagarde discloses determining a risk (column 2, lines 2-4), 



selecting at least one selected program module (abstract, lines 6-8 and 15, column 5, 
lines 35-37, column 7, lines 14 and 15) and configuring an intelligent agent to execute 
the at least one selected program module (abstract, lines 6-8, column 2, lines 9 and 10, 
column 4, line 2, column 9, lines 16-22, column 5, lines 57-59 and column 7, lines 37- 
40). 

Claims 2-1 5, 1 7-29, 34 and 35 also taught by Lagarde's reference (see abstract 
and columns 2-7).
